women and children from trees and 
floating footsteps.

only light until dawn.

drowned at the ball park. 


Telephone linemen saw a man and

It 
is understood that the commission now 
is reaching agreements daily on var- 
ious rate reductions which will com- 
prise the decision.

For some time there has been 
a 


sharp division in the commission on, 
the rate reduction question. 


IN THREE GROUPS 


According to reliable 
information 


this' powerful rate making body is said 
to have been divided into three main 
groups: 


1. Those who are opposed to any 


rate reductions at this time. 


2. Those who favor making a cer- 


tain horizontal percentage reduction 
in all rates, just as all rates were rais- 
ed during the war. 


3. Those who favor a reduction of 


the rates of certain basic commodit- 
ies, the belief being that a reduction 
of this character would greatly stim- 
ulate business. 


A majority of the commission is un- 


derstood to favor the plan of making: 
the reductions apply to certain basic 
commodities and this will be the plan 
followed in the rate reduction decision. 


REDUCTION POSSIBLE 


Members of the commission, it is 


known, feel that a reduction in rates 


railroad earn- 


ings arc increasing there is also a. 
belief that a reduction would so stim- 
ulate business that the receipts of the 
railroads under the reduction would 
not be much less than those under ex- 
isting conditions. 


Prrsdent Harding has been strong- 


ly urging the commission to expedite 


j Jts decision. He feels that a rate re- 
duction is imperative before a real in- 
dustrial and economic recovery can 
come in full force. 


To just what commodities the ex-

THE RAILROAD LABOR BOARD'S 


POWERS CUT 


The decision of Federal Judge George 


T. Pape at Chicago in a suit brought by 
tlic Pennsylvania Railroad company to 
test the powers of the United States Kail- 
road Labor board constitutes an import- 
ant modification of that part of the trans- 
portation act. 
The court holds that the 


labor board possesses no automatic juris- 
diction over controversies between rail- 
ways and their employes. 
Neither can 


the board acquire jurisdiction in ex parte 
proceeding's. 
The only conditions under 


which the board can hear a case of this 
kind is by joint application of both the 
parties, that is by the railroads and their 
employes. 


The board had prepared a censure of 


the Pennsylvania Railroad company for 
violation of its decrees, the publication 
of which was restrained by the federal 
court on petition by the railroad company. 
Judge Page refused to dismiss the tem- 
porary injunction, and in the course of 
his decision laid down the rule referred to 
above defining the board's powers. 


The railroads in a number of instances 


have ignored decisions and orders of the 
railroad labor board and a strike is im- 
pending in the shopcrafts and switchmen's 
unions because of railway defiance of the 
labor board. 
Nevertheless, while the 


court's decision is in this particular case. 
as well as in most of the cases pending, 
adverse to the employes, it is in princi- 
ple in line with the position taken by or- 
ganized labor on the broad subject of 
arbitration. 


Organized labor has uniformly stood 


against compulsory arbitration, yet that 
has in effect been the theory and prac- 
tice of the railroad labor board in its in- 
terpretation of the transportation act. It 
has heard cases and entertained jurisdic- 
tion in disputes upon application of either 
party to the controversy. Some of its mont 
important rulings have been in cases of 
this character. Apparently the labor board 
can not order reductions in wages on ap- 
plication of the railroads. The court holds 
that such questions must first be consid- 
ered by the companies and their men. and 
that only in ease of failure to agree and 
•willingness on both sides to appeal to the 
labor board can the board obtain jurisdic- 
tion. 


This puts an end to applications on the 


part of railroads for reduced wages 
or altered working conditions. It places 
the railroads and their employes in identi- 
cally the same situation they were before 
the transportation act was passed, so fur as 
their legal rights are, concerned, although 
the labor board still exists as an agency 
for voluntary submission of disputes. 


There is hardly any doubt that this in- 


terpretation of the law. while its practical 
effect is greatly to curtail if not to nullify 
the arbitration feature of the transporta- 
tion act. will be agreeable to both the rail- 
roads and the unions. The use the labor 
board has made of its powers up to this 
time is the nearest approximation to com- 
pulsory arbitration we have ever experi- 
mented with in this country. It is hard 
to say whether the public has viewed the 
results with approval or 
disapproval. 


From the public point of view the decision 
means that no progress has been made in 
the solution of railroad labor difficulties. 
and that the public interest still is ex- 
posed 1o disastrous consequences from 
these rail controversies. The decision, if it 
is sustained, leaves the whole question of 
railroad labor disputes open to solution. 
!Wo are no nearer the prevention of strikes 
than we were beforo. 


WAR TAXES ON SECOND CLASS 


MAIL 


Analysis demonstrates that there is 


nothing to justify the retention of exces- 
sive war taxes on newspapers and peri- 
odicals. It is generally admitted that 
pub- 


lications have become an inseparable part 
of our national life. 
There is nothing to 


supply the place of the home paper of fav- 
orite periodical, and nothing can compen- 
sate their influence. 
A vast majority of 


American citizens are dependent upon the 
press for intellectual companionship, be- 
cause reading is the foundation of knowl- 
edge. 
The repressive policy of the gov- 


ernment as manifested in continuing war 
taxes is .essentially \mecononiical and de- 
moralizing to the publishing industry and 
the reading public. 


The war revenue bill of 1017 carries 


a provision imposing increases on second- 
class mail matter as an emergency meas- 
ure. 
The provision was written in the 


law without hearings or investigation, un- 
der pressure for war revenue, although 
the wisdom and justice of it were ques- 
tioned and its operation deferred for a 
year to permit of its revision. The pro- 
mise to revise was never kept. 
Since 


the ending of the war all other taxes, 
with the exception of estates tax, have 
been removed or modified by congress. 
Failure of legislators to heed the appeals 
of newspaper and periodical publishers 
has naturally reflected itself in the rev- 
enues of the post office department. 


It is estimated that the publishers will 


pay the government for carrying their pa- 
pers more 
than $33.000.000 during 


10:^. The publishing industry has been 
obliged to withstand deflation in common 
with other branches in business endeavor. 
However, other industries have been re- 
lieved of the burdens of war taxes and are 
naturally in a better position than the 
publishers. 
The government collected 


from the publishers *11.712.068. IS in 
It) 18 and in the last focal year this 
amount had more than doubled, reaching 
a total of s25.inO.719.ni. 
Those op- 


pressive taxes have <-ut millions of dollars 
from the post office earnings because the 
larger publishers have found it possible 
to use private means of distribution at 
less than the government rate. 
Repeal 


of the last two postal increases will have 
a tendency to restore this traffic to gov- 
ernment channels. 


There is no good reason why publish- 


ers should be singled out to pay this extra 
war tax. Moderate postage rates would 
keep the newspapers, invaluable means of 
intellectual intercourse, within reach of 
all. 
The publishers are asking for the re- 


peal of the last two increases, those which 
went into effect in 1020 and 1021. This 
relief, if granted by congress, would retain 
the rates which were in effect just prior to 
these increases. 
Legislation for this pur- 


pose would give the government 175 per 
cent more than the pre-war i-ates. and 
would not relicw the publishing industry 
of one cent of the other federal taxes now 
paid by other industries. In other words, 
publishers of newspapers and magazines 
are not askinc: for preferential treatment 
but for justice in order that they may 
continue as an integral part of our social 
and economic life.

means of living. 


His wife carefully avoids saying whether he has 


tuberculosis . That is one of the curious psychologi- 
cal features of lung tuberculosis and of cancer. The 
patients and their immediate relatives are reluc- 
tant to admit that they know what is the matter; 
they eagerly grasp any assurance or suggestion 
which may be offered, no matter by what incompet- 
ent intrud'er. that the trouble isn't what they know 
it is. With cancer, provided it is not amenable to 
radium, surgery, or X-ray treatment, this is of no 
consequence. 
With tuberculosis it is often a mat- 


tor of life and death, for the procrastination, neg- 
lect or maltreatment encouraged by this peculiar 
negation of disease too often spells tragedy for the 
misguided victim. 


Cam or is the jnost disheartening disease with 


which tho physician has to cope. 
Tuberculosis is 


the most hopeful, the most curable, of all serious 
diseases. 
But; alas, the patient himself seems bent 


on opposing and retarding his own cure. Or rather, 
ho prefers to gamble his health and life upon some 
treatment, any treatment, that happens to be pro- 
scnted with .sufficient force and plausibility to ap- ] 
peal to his rather abnormal imagination. Few vic- 
tims of tuberculosis have not indulged at least tem- 
porarily in some such reckless gambling, to the de- 
triment of their prospects for recovery.

book, by the way. which will ropa\ any tuberculous 
patient "to read: published by Lea & Febiger, New 
York City—says: "I am firmly convinced that tu- 
berculosis is not cured in less than three or four 
years, and that the reason so many patients suc- 
cumb is because they do not realize that fact. A pa- 
tient loaves homo for five or six months, which is 
a very short time, and he simply gets on the road 
to rpcovcry."
